OF COURSE! she wittily describes herself in the letter 
published in another column-—wonders whether 

her annual appeal will be treated with the contempt born of 
familiarity. If we know the Community aright she need be besef 


by no such fears. No one who reads her picturesque and moving 
description of the DBoard’s wonderful work: will refrain from 
bestowing a practical blessing upon it. The Board is one of the 
glories of London Jewry, combining compassion with wisdom, and 
vision with efficiency. It not only relieves distress, it works to 
prevent it through the betterment of social conditions and the 
improvement of physical health. Humanity and enlightenment are 
its guiding stars, and by its labours the highest Jewish traditions 
are honoured and English Jewry wins the esteem and respect of 
its fellow-citizens. The work of the Doard, indeed, is streaked with 
no small tinge of romance. It isa romance of bigh and varied human 
endeavour. Aud it cheers us and teaches us that, after all, there 
is a lot in Jewish life of which we may be reasonably proud. 
We ask our readers to ponder Miss Cohen's letter, which mingles 
eloquence and humour with the note of appeal, in a delightfully 
unfamiliar melange. Then let them turn to the artacle on the 
Board's activities, which also appears in this issue. And when they 
have discharged these happy duties the excellent President may 
still be “ harassed” (by her duties), but she will no longer be merely 
“hopeful,” for her most ardent “hopes” will be richly realised.

Tue London Society for Promoting Christianity among the 
Jews has “decided to invite Christian people in 


FRIENDS OF

England to join a new organisation to be called 
briends. of the Jews. Tie object in view is to 

‘extend the right hand of fellowship to Jews in 
their distress, to doacts of kindnesstoJews whom they may meet, and 
to strive to influence the Christian publie toshow kindness to Jews.” 
We welcome the last sentence in this programme. But when the 
“ Friends" are also informed that monetary gifts, to be passed on to 
existing funds, will be welcome, we are tempted to say that we should 
look askance at such gifts, even though we are assured that the new 
body “will not have any directly ‘missionary’ aim.” For that 
attitude of wloofuess the missionary movement and its works 
are alone to blame; and the London Society, therefore, must not 
take it amiss if Jews, while thanking it for its expressed inten- 
tions, reply with a polite “we'd rather rot.’ There is a great werk 
of mercy to be done. But it is primarily the Jew's task and not 
the missionary's. If the “ Friends” feel called upon for a special 
act of generosity they will find the opportunity in the Christiaus 
with Jewish blood in their veins, the succouring of whom, the 
Society says, should not be left to the Jews. 


THe ~ mighty rally” of Fascists in Hyde Park turned out to 
be nothing more than a puny muster of two 
thousand odd youths. It was therefore not such 
a bad thing, perbaps, that it was held, and that 
the elaborate police precautions enabled this 
noisy movement to be fully exhibited in all its pretentious 
insignificance. In addition, they helped to provide Londoners 
with quite a pleasant Sunday afternoon, which is something 
not to be belittled in these harassing times. The American 
humourist, Will Rogers, seams to have hit off this aspect of the 
Mosley fiasco in his usually bright and shrewd fashion. “ The 
Blackshirts,” he tells us, “were holding their meeting. Two 
hundred yards away the Communists were holding theirs, and in 
between was all of London laughing at both of them.” Lat it be 
said, in fairness, however, that Sir Oswald eontributed his bit to 
the general hilarity. Me told his audience that “behind the 
Communist-Socialist mob were Jewish financers supplying palm oil 
to make them yell.” Imagine Jewish financiers and their notorious 
friends the Communists in dark and sinister alliance. The 


humorous squib exposed the mentality of the movement and 
fittingly rounded off the enjoyments of the afternoon!

RAMBLING IN GLORIOUS DEVON 


On my tour of “ Watchman’s Kiddies” Centres in the glorious West 


Country ‘(writes our representative), | called at Sidmouth, South 
Devon, where |. found a jolly party under the care of My and Mra. 
Mark Price, assisted by Mr. Veters.. The scenery around Siulmonth, 
especially along the valley of the River Sid, is really delightful and 
the children revelled in some truly splendid walks. IL joined: one of 
these bppy. you please rambles: and as we w Mr. 
Price told me something about his Centre. He said: “ There are 65 


children in my charge; 21 from Rutland Street junior L.C.C. School and 
i4 from the Jews’ Free School tGraded and Central. They are 
housed in seventeen cottages of modern ftype, most being equipped 
with bathrooms Not more that three children are housed in any 
one cottage. I have taken care of a good many parties of ~ Watchman's 
‘Mentor’ Kiddies in my time but never have known such enthusiasm 
for rambling as has been shown by this little party. We have already 
explored old-world villages like Siiford, Sidbury, Salcombe, Bowd, Wool 
combe and the moors of Peak Hill and Salcombe Hill. Our next strong 
point is sun-bathing and sea-bathiog. both of which are unider strict 
supervision. Through the kindness of Miss W. Whittington, our Country 
Correspondent, we have the use of the local Girl Guides’ Hall for our 
religious services and during inclement weather. Among our visitors has 
been Miss Sara Samue!, of the Jews’ Free Schooland Seaford Holiday Home, 
who expressed her delight with all she saw and provided the children 
with a treat. Mrs. F. Cohen, of Mile End, also helped usa great deal in the 
matter of prizes for sports’ days. We play cricket and many other games 
every day in one of the two recreation grounds at our disposal. The 
cottagers,” alded Mr. Price, “are all very kind to the children. The 
behaviour of the children has been exceptionally good, the girls of the 
Jews’ Free School being well-mannered and orderly.”

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Obituary 


Herr OSCAR WASSERMANN 


The death occurred on Saturday, at Garmisch, Bavaria, of Herr 
Oscar Wassermann, the Germar banker, at the age of sixty-five. His 
family had been bankers in Bamberg (his birthplace) for 150 years. 
He was an active worker for Jewish institutions, 
especially in connection with the Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Aid and Reconstruction in 
Germany. ‘The deceased was one of the founders 
of the Jewish Agency and a Director of the 
Keren Havesod. He was until last year a member 
of the General Council of the Reichsbank in 
Germany. in May 1933, after Hitler came into 
power, he was ousted from the Board of Directors 
of the Deutsche Bank and Disconto-Gesellschaft. 
As German banker, Herr Wassermann won great 
prominence allover the world. On many occasions 
he represented Germany at international finan. 
cial conventions. Even after being ousted as 
Director of the Reichsbank and the Deutsche Bank and Disconto. 
Gesellschaft, he was consulted by Dr. Schacht, the President of the 
Reichsbank. Herr Wassermann was also Chairman of the Executive 
of the Academy for Jewish Science in Germany, and a member of 
the Curatorium of the High School for Jewish Science, In 1927 he 
was one of the members of the Joint Palestine Survey Commission, 
which resulted in the creation of the Jewish Agency in Zurich 
in 1929. Since then, be was a member of the Administrative Council 
of the Jewish Agency, representing the non-Zionists there. 
Addressing the first Jewish Agency meeting in Zurich in August 
1929, Herr Wassermann said that he thought that many non-Zionists 
brought more understanding to the Conference than many Zionists. 
What the Zionists and non-Zionists required was unity, sodid Pales 
tine. Capital alone was not the essential thing: it was much more 
the political, moral unity of Jewry. Progress in Palestine is possible, 
he said, if we have the youth with us and enthusiasm. We must do 
nothing which will repel the youth. 

Speaking at a Keren Hayesod public meeting in Berlin in 
December last Herr Wassermann said: “ We do not wish to de 
Giermanise our youth. We love the German culture in which we 
live, and to which we owe gratitude but to which we, too, have 
contributed a great deal. We shall teach our children to 
respect our past and our history, but at the same time to 
respect also all great achievements, whether by Jews or non- 
Jews., Yet the youth will not be held only by the road of the past; 
they must also be shown the future, and the future,is Palestine. 
That does not mean that we are all to go to Palestine,” he said,” or 
that we all can go to Palestine. Our fate will bo worked out here 
in Germany; bué Palestine is important, perhaps decisive for our 
future in Germany... Palestine is to be the centre from which 
Judaism is to be spread throughout the world. Palestine is the only 
land where such a centre is today possible. It is the only land 
where we can have Jewish achievement.” 

The deceased was a brother of Mr. Jacob Wassermann, one of 
the Treasurers of Jews’ College, London. ‘The funeral was on 
Wednesday at the Berlin Jewish Cemetery. 


OLONEL Dr. VICTOR BEY GALIMIDI (Istanbul) 
‘From our Correspondent} 

After a long illness, Colonel Dr. Victor Bey Galimidi, a member 
of a well-known family of physicians, died here last week at the age 
of sixty-nine. He took an active part in several wars.’ During the 
Balkan War, he was on board the flagship “ Havyreddin Barbarossa” 
when the Turkish fleet fought the Greeks before Tenedos, and was 
also on duty when a Tarkish squadron was entrusted with the pro- 
tection of the left wing of the Chataldjafront. Atthe same time, he 
was Inspector-General of the sanitary services of the Navy. During 
the World War, he was appointed chairman of the examining board 
of the Navy, and after the War of Independence, he was the only 
non-Musselman officer left on active service. In 1925 he was 
pensioned off on the eve of being promoted to Pasha. The deceased 
married his cousin, herself the daughter of the late Rear-Admiral 
Dr. Mentash Pasha Galimidi, who participated in the Russo-Turkish 
and other wars. Victor Bey Galimidi took an interest in com- 
munal affairs. At one time he was Chairman of the B'nai B'rith, 
was principal doc tor of the Or-Abaim Jewish Hospital), and ateacher 
of hygiene in various Jewish echools. He was a Deputy Grand 
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Master of Turkish Masonry, and wrote several medical books. 
Military honours were rendered to the deceased at the funeral by 
the Turkish Navy, while former brother officers spoke of his 
patriotism and his attachment to Turkey. Victor Bey’s name,” 
said one of them, “ will remain in the Turkish Navy as a mode! of 
patriotism, science and devotion.”

John’s Wood Road, and frequently 
took part in the Services and had 
preached from its pulpit.

The 
Jewish Board of Guardians was an 
institution in which the deceased 
took an active interest for over 
half-a-century. He served as Hon. 
Secretary of the Loan Committee 
from 1879 to I88!4, and became 
Chairman of that Committee in 1889. 
He had been a member of the Board from 1884 until his death, was 
a member of the Sanatoria After-Care Committee, and represented 
the Liberal Synagogue on the Board. He was elected a Life-Member 
of the Board of Guardians under the new law which came into force 
last year. Mr. Jacob was a former Vice-Principal of the Working 
Men's College, Camden Town, and bad served for many years as a 
member of its Council and Executive Committee. The deceased is 
survived by his widow and three daughters. 

The funeral was at the Golders Green Crematorium yesterday 
(Thursday). A memorial service will be held at the Liberal Syna 
gogue on Monday next at six o'clock.

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Obituary 


Herr OSCAR WASSERMANN 


The death occurred on Saturday, at Garmiseh, Bavaria, of Herr 
Oscar Wassermann, the Germar banker, at the age of sixty-five. His 
family had been bankers in Bamberg (his birthplace) for 150 years. 
He was an active worker for Jewish institutions, 
especially in connection with the Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Aid and Reconstruction in 
Germany. The deceased was one of the founders 
of the Jewish Agency and a Director of the 
Keren Hayesod. He was until last year a member 
of the General Council of the Reichsbank in 
Germany. In May 1933, after Hitler came into 
power, he was ousted from the Board of Directors 
of the Deutsche Bank and Disconto-Gesellscbaft. 
As German banker, Herr Wassermann won great 
prominence all over the world. On many occasions 
he represented Germany at international finan. 
cial conventions. Even after being ousted as 
Director of the Reichsbank and the Deutsche Bank and Disconto- 
Gesellschaft, he was consulted by Dr. Schacht, the President of the 
Reichsbank. Herr Wassermann was also Chairman of the Executive 
of the Academy for Jewish Science in Germany, and a member of 
the Caratorium of the High School for Jewish Science. In 1927 he 
was one of the members of the Joint Palestine Survey Commission, 
which resulted in the creation of the Jewish Agency in Zurich 
in 1929. Since then, he was a member of the Administrative Council 
of the Jewish Agency, representing the non-Zionists there. 
Addressing the first Jewish Agency meeting in Zurich in August 
1929, Herr Wassermann said that he thought that Many non-Zionists 
brought more understanding to the Conference than many Zionists. 
What the Zionists and non-Zionists required was unity, sodid Pales 
tine. Capital alone was not the essential thing: it was much more 
the political, moral unity of Jewry. Progress in Palestine is possible, 
he said, if we have the youth with us and enthusiasm. We must do 
nothing which will repel the youth. 

Speaking at a Keren Hayesod public meeting in Berlin tn 
December last Herr Wassermann said: “ We do not wish to de- 
Giermanise our youth. We love the German culture in which we 
live, and to which we owe gratitude but to which we, too, have 
contributed a great deal. We shall teach our children to 
respect our past and our history, but at the same time to 
respect also all great achievements, whether by Jews or non. 
Jews. Yet the youth will not be held only by the road of the past; 
they must also be shown the future, and the future,is Palestine. 
That does not mean that we are all to go to Palestine,” he said, ~ or 
that we all can goto Palestine. Our fate will be worked out here 
in Germany; bué Palestine is important, perhaps decisive for our 
future in Germany. Palestine is to be the centre from which 
Judaism is to be spread throughout the world. Palestine is the only 
land where such a centre is today possible. It is the only land 
where we can have Jewish achievement.” 

The deceased was a brother of Mr. Jacob Wassermann, one of 
the Treasurers of Jews’ College, London. The funeral was on 
Wednesday at the Berlin Jewish Cemetery. ° 

COLONEL Dr. VICTOR BEY GALIMIDI (Istanbul) 
‘From our Correspondent | 

After a long illness, Colonel Dr. Victor Bey Galimidi, a member 
of a well-known family of physicians, died here last week at the age 
of sixty-nine. He took an active part in several wars.’ During the 
Balkan War, he was on board the flagship “ Havreddin Barbarossa” 
when the Turkish fleet fought the Greeks before Tenedos, and was 
also on duty when a Tarkish squadron was entrusted with the pro- 
tection of the left wing of the Chataldjafront. Atthe same time, he 
was Inspector-General of the sanitary services of the Navy. During 
the World War, he was appointed chairman of the examining board 
of the Navy, and after the War of Independence, he was the only 
non-Musselman officer left on active service.

The deceased 
married his cousin, herself the daughter of the late Rear-Admiral 
Dr. Mentash Pasha Galimidi, who participated in the Russo-Turkish 
and other wars. Victor Bey Galimidi took an interest in com- 
munal affairs. At one time he was Chairman of the B'nai B'rith, 
was principal doc tor of the Or-Abaim Jewish Hospital), and ateacber 
of hygiene in various Jewish schools. He was a Deputy Grand 
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Master of Turkish Masonry, and wrote several medical books. 
Military honours were rendered to the deceased at the funeral by 
the Turkish Navy, while former brother officers spoke of his 
patriotism and his attachment to Turkey. ~ Victor Bey’s name,” 
said one of them, “ will remain in the Turkish Navy as a model of 
patriotism, science and devotion.”

SIGNS OF RESENTMENT 


Are Better Elements Awaking ? 


In the recital of German Jewry’s progressive enslavement 
it has been possible of recent months to desery here and there 
little incidents that seem to point to an awakening of the better 
clements of the German people. These incidents appear at last 
to be on the increase. They are still sporadic and in no sense 
do they indicate a lightening of the official tyranny, but we are 
happy to reeord them as evidence of the publicly expressed 
resentment of séme of the German people against an anti- 


Semitism imposed on them willy-nilly by their present 
governors, 

The Reich Government has forbidden what has become known 
as legal blackmail,” that is the Nazi practice of entering shops and 
houses (usually Jewish) and demanding contributions to the party 
funds. The Nuremberg-Fiirth police have issued an order that the 
distribution of leaflets and pamphlets in public places will not be 
permitted in future. Permission to distribute leaflets had .been 
granted occasionally during the last few months but had led to 
undesirable incidents. 

“ Undesirable incidents” are also condemned in an order issued 
by the Berlin Police President. This order contirms that German 
students have been making a habit of insulting and annoying Jewish. 
looking foreigners visiting Germany. Within the last few weeks 
there have been many such cases, some of them involving physical 
injury, particularly in Berlin cafés. The Police President has now 
instructed the Superintendent of Schools to put a stop to the 
practice. The Superintendent's method of doing so does not, how- 
ever, fill one with confidence. He has instructed school teachers to 
explain to the students that “it is not in the interests of Nazi 
Germany to annoy foreigners, who, even if they look Jewish, may 
not be Jews at all.” 


A Better Spirit 


A better spirit has been shown by Herr Miiller, the Leipzig 
Adjutant of the Reich Air Defence League, who recently addressed 
a meeting of the Leipzig branch of the Union of Jewish Front 
Soldiers in conjunction with the members of the Leipzig Jewish 
Community, under the slogan “ Air protection also for the Jewish 
population.” Herr Miiller said that they had found it necessary to 
come and speak also to the Jewish population, and the natural way 
to do that was to approach those comrades of theirs who had fought 
at their side in the war in defence of the homeland. “It is the wish

Permanent Homes for More than 20,000 


‘Lhe work of facilitating the emigration of the refugees has been 
Proceeding steadily for over a year. More than 20,000 have now 
found permanent homes. Palestine is the principal country of 
selUlement for the Jewish refugees, and, apart from some thousands 
who have made their way direct to that country from Germany, 
“OU One hundred a month on an average are assisted to emigrate 
from the European countries of refuge. Since the beginning of 
194. the Hicem and the Anglo-Hicem have transported to Palestine 
‘ud to other countries overseas nearly two thousand refugees, of 
Whom seven hundred went to Palestine. They have also transported 
to countries in Europe, for definite settlement, another six hundred. 
These emigration organisations and others are looking for openings 
'n commerce, industry and agriculture in all countries of potential 
iminigration, The projects of large-scale settlement, however, in 
®ss developed countries, which are put forward from time to time, 
‘ve been found to be impracticable. They would require such 
vast sums that there is no possibility of securing them. Moreover, 
most of these mass settlement projects are not considered, in 
the present circumstances, economically sound. 
_ Of all classes affected by the National-Socialist revolution in 
Germany, the academic group and the professionals have suffered 
the most. More than 1,300 scholars were displaced, of whom 600-700 
have emigrated or are likely to leave Germany within the next few 
months. In addition, between 5,200 and 5,500 professional people 
have had to emigrate because they have lost their positions in 
“ermany and find themselyes without any means of livelihood. 
Some 7,000 students had to leave the universities and other institu- 
tions of higher learning before completing their studies. Of these, 
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17 
tht) to 1.600 have sought refuge outside Crermany. Thus, the total 
number of people belonging to the academic and professional groups 


who at present have to create a new existence for themselves in 
foreign countries 18s moré than 7.500.

inds from Christian sources have, however, 
been extremely limited, and as the Christians among the refugees 
are fewer in number and the relief for them is not so well organised 
as for the Jews, many of the Jewish communities bave given 
help to the Christians within their midst. It is hoped that both in 
the United States and in Great Britain where the Archbishop of 
(‘anterbury and the bishop of Chichester have interested themselves 
In this cause, funds may be soon forthcoming to relieve the want 
ijmong the Christian refugees, and to take a portion ol the burden 
of their care from the Jewish groups who have so far distributed 
their relief funds without regard to racial or sectarian distinctions. 
but relief for the refugees must be supplemented by constructive 
neasures to speed up their definite settlement.

style. Lucien Wolf was 
® great pioneer in the 
scientilic study of Anglo- 
Jewish history. a 
publicist, he proved him. 
self a keen and able 
advocate of Israel's 
cause, and specially 
rendered eminent 
service in securing the 
protection of the rights 
of all minorities. He 
was always a loyal and 
gracious friend. Those 
who knew him and had 
the privilege of working 
with him will doubtless 
find a special delight in 
the rescue in this book 
of the 
lieminiscence, in which they are again admitted to share the 
tranquillity and intimacy of his fireside reflections. 

The present work is a completion of the well-earned tribute 
of honour, gratitude and affection paid to Lucien Wolf by the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, in 1927, on the occasion 
of the seventieth anniversary of his birthday. The essays con. 
tained in this memorial .volume are remarkable both for the 
long period of activity they cover and for their wide range of 
interest. “They thus afford a reasonable chance of gaining a true 
impression of the sterling merit of his varied labours. The earliest 
paper belongs to the year 1879, and the latest to 1929, half-a-century 
later. But whether he dealt with “ The Meshebat Naphesh—FEarly 
History and Anecdotes ” (1879), or “ The Jews in Tudor England” 
(1929), he betrayed a versatility of outlook and breadth of sympathy, 
and on every page charming sidelights are thrown on history which 
rivet the attention.

League of Nations 


Poland’s Minority Rights Proposal 


Generalisation or Renunciation ? 


There is every indication that some of the most important 
discussions at the present Assembly of the League of Nations, in 
Geneya, will centre round the question of Minorities. Item nine 
on the agenda is Poland's proposal that an international conven- 
tion should be adopted for the protection of all people differing in 
race, language or religion from those of the countries in which they 
are living. The treatment of Poles by Germany is no doubt respon- 
sible for the Polish action, but the matter hasta far wider interest, 
especially to Jéws. It is reported in Geneva that a special Con- 
ference may be summoned to deal with the problem. 

The Minorities in Poland, and the Polish public generally are 
showing intense interest-in the Polish proposal. The official GAZETA 
POLSKA states that it considers “the demand just, and intends to 
stand by it no matter whether it will keep others in or out of the 
League.’ Some anxiety is felt in Minority quarters that members 
of the League will prefer to see Poland without the obligations 
rather than accept them themselves. A large section of the Press 
indeed is asking for a renunciation of the Minority Treaty. The 
pro-Government ILLUSTROWANY KURJER CODZIENNY, says that public 
opinion in Poland has always considered it an insult to bave Poland 
bound under special national minority obligations at atime when 
other Powers are exempt from this obligation. The paper claims 
that the situation which has existed hitherto can no longer be 
tolerated. There are only two ways to adjust this, the paper says: 
cither the national minority treaties must be extended to all Powers, 
or they must disappear from international jurisprudence. 

Jewish circles in Austria are also watching the situation keenly. 
It is believed that the League Assembly will reject the proposal, but 
ni the same time it is feared that the attempt made by the Polish 
Government to have the national minority question revised may 
inspire other Governments which are under national minority 
obligations under the Treaty of Versailles, to make similar attempts 
which would endanger the status of the Jewish population in all 
countries where their rights have been protected under minority 
agreements. 

The Congress of National Minorities last week assembled in 
Berne and considered the Polish proposal, expressing itself in 
favour. The Jewish minorities did not attend the Congress this 
year, owing to the latter's failure to condemn the Jewish persecu- 
tion in Germany. 

The Conference for the Protection of Migrants last week assembled on 
the cceasion of its tenth anniversary at the International Labour Office. 
Delegates were present from Great Britain, Austria, Belgium, U.S.A., 


Canada, Poland, Switzerland and Czechoslovakia. It was decided to hold 
the next session in Geneva next April.

UNITED STATES 


President Roosevelt's New Year Greeting 


The President of the United States, Mr. Roosevelt, last Satur- 
day issued through the Jewish Telegraphic Agency a New Year 
message of greeting to American Jewry. 

“lam happy at this festival season of Rosh Hashanah to renew 
my good wishes to my fellow-citizens of Jewish faith throughout 
the land,” the message reads. “It is a suitable opportunity to 
pause, and, by dedicating ourselves anew to the responsibilities of 
the present day, to continue the work which, in common with all 
Americans, we have undertaken towards realising the promise of 
the years which lie before us.” 

Several members of the United States Cabinet also sent greet- 
ings. Mr. George H. Dern, United States Secretary of War, declared: 
“Tam happy to convey my respect and esteem to the public-spirited 
and patriotic Jews of the United States.” Further greetings were 
conveyed by the Acting Attorney-General, Mr. William Stanley, and 
the Governors of the States of Illinois, Pennsylvania, Nevada, 
Virginia, Oregon, Arizona and lowa. ; 


A large group of German- Americans in Cincinnati, embarrassed by the 
pro-Nazi activities of several German societies in that city, have organised 
a society called “The Friends of the Truth” to combat Hitlerism in 
America. The names of the members have been withheld for fear of 
retaliation upon their relatives in Germany. In announcing the purpose 
of the organisation, one of the members declared: “The majority of 
Cincinnatians of German origin have long resented the fact that they are 
being identified with the pro-Nazi activities of a loud-voiced minority.”

Moses Mdlin, otherwise known by abbreviation as Maharil, who 
lived in the Rhineland in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, to 
take a book with him to Synagogue on the High Festivals, wherein 
to glance while the Chazan was indulging in his vocal acrobatics.

it was therefore but natural to dispense with any supplementary 
part of the Evening Service at the end of the day, so as not to pro- 
long the fast unduly. And so the Service was reduced to essential 
parts only, and has remained to this day shorn of its poetic orna- 


\BRIDGMENTS.—A glance at the Hymn roy Do (Davis-Adler 
Machzor, New Year, p. 145) will show that the acrostic, which is 
obviously intended to be alphabetical, omits every alternate letter of 
thealphabet. A perusal of the original version of this hymn supplies 
vn easy explanation of the omissions. In tbe full version each stanza 
beginning with Troy a is followed by one headed 7TAN 75D, the 
whole constituting a series of contrasts between the supremacy of 
the Most High King and the feebleness of a mortal king. Our 
present version, consisting of balf the original one, has only pre- 
crved the sections which eulogise the Divine Ruler, hence the 
ubsence of the alternate letters of the alphabet which headed the 
Omitted parts setting forth the contrasts.

So also the wistful hymn [% WS “Happy the eye that saw 
all these,” at the end of the Avoda (Atonement If, 167) has a much 
longer—though still" incomplete—version in earlier Ashkenaz.c 
Machzorim, . 

A more ‘drastic pruning is indicated by the stanza 
AMS Ow “yw: “ Open the gates of Heaven” (Atonement If, 
263), which is*the conclusion of an alphabetical Piyub recited 
Hoshana Rabba (Tabernacles, p. 183) and is the only remnant 
retained here, 

Needless to say, there are, on the other hand, instances of 
Aiterations which resulted in the Jengthening of the Service. thus. 
the Malehuyoth, Zichronoth and Shoferoth (New Year, pp. 135-140), 
those sublime meditations which are now read silently by both 
Chazan and Congregation and repeated aloud by the Chazan, had 
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originally no place in the silent Amidah, at all events in some 
rites. “Such athing has never been heard of in the Academies,” 
JS yows x5 asserts one of theGeonim. Our present 
practice was no doubt prompted by the piety of the worshippers 
who were not content with merely hearing these meditations 
recited, buf were anxious also to read them for themselves, and 


have made their own the part that was originally the Chazan's 
alone. 


FAULTY PHrisines.—A similar motiva is responsible for the 
appropriating of each other's part by Chazan and Congregation in 
the rendering of a number of Piyutim, with the consequent distor- 
tion of the phrasing. For example, the familiar B°S*OND 531 
‘New Year p. 149, Atonement I. p. 152) is obviously meant to be 
shared by Chazan and Congregation thus:

The eagerness not to miss any part has led to the prevalent 
practice of making each section consist of Bb and A, whereby the 
grouping is reversed and the parallelism altogether lost. 

A generally felt difficulty in the wording of this hymn in the 
phrase “WZ? S¥3 He dwelleth in the secret place in the 
shadow of the Almighty” is often obviated by introducing a pause 
before the last Hebrew word, so as to give the meaning: He dwelleth 
in the secret place, inthe shadow-—-the Almighty! The wording is 
almost identical with the first verse of Psalm 91 om “wz Sy¥3 
where, however, it ‘refers to man. In its present application 
to God Himself, it is hardly intelligible without resorting to this 
forced phrasing. The present writer's research leads him to the 
conclusion that the present wording is the outcome of a -misprint. 
In the earliest printed Machzor of Rome (Bologna, 154]) this line 
reads Sx In the Ashkenazi Machzor, however, 
which followed it (Sabioneta, 1557) it is “T? Sy “NDS pn, the change 
being due, no doubt, to a misprint accounted for by the close 
similarity between N and ¥. With the psalmodic phrase, cited above, 
in his mind, a subsequent publisher was evidently led to introduce 
the present wording, regardless of the difficulty it presents in its 
fresh context. 

In many cases faully phrasings may be traced to exigencies of 
melody. The rhythm of the chant is not always on all fours with 
the line to which it is wedded, and the words, being the less popular 
of the two, are forced to fit the melodic mould. 

Dr. A. Berliner points to the verse in the Pismon of the Selichoth 
for the first day Sy For the righteousness

where some Readers, misled by the chant, place the pause after the

Professor Brodetsky in Berlin 
ADDRESS TO ZIONIST FEDERATION 


STRENGTHENING THE MOVEMENT 

A short stay in Berlin by Professor Selig Brodetsky, head of the 
Political Department of the Jewish Agency, during his recent 
journey from Warsaw to London, was utilised by the Berlin Zionist 
Federation to call a meeting under the slogan “ United Action in 
Zionism—United Action in Palestine.” In his address at the meeting 
Professor Brodetsky gave a survey of the general situation of the 
Jews and of Zionism. He dealt with the political leads which 
Zionism will have to follow in its future work, and stressed the 
uecessity of a concentration of all Zionist forces. 

The President of the Berlin Zionist Federation, Herr Benno 
Cohn, expressed his satisfaction that the contact between the Ger- 
man Zionists and the Executive Organ of the Zionist World Move. 
ment had been strengthened by Professor Brodetsky’s visit. Dr. 
franz Meyer, speaking on behalf of the Zionist movement in 
(iermany, expressed the hope that it would be able to overcome its 
internal dissensions and would devote more attention than hitherto 
to its constructive duties. 

At the beginning of his speech, Professor Brodetsky drew a 
picture of the transformation which Jewish life had undergone 
during the last thirty years. He also pointed to the changes within 
the Zionist movement during the last three years, as well as within 
the Zionist Organisation during the last three weeks. The former 
controversial question, whether Palestine should become a real 
home or only a spiritual centre was now obsolete, he declared, 
due to the development of the movement. The same held good as 
regards the question which was asked several times after the War, 
whether the rate at which immigrants flocked to Palestine was 
sufficient to create a. real home. The Jewish immigration into 
Polestine with about 40,000 persons annually could be compared to 
the widespread Jewish emigration to the United States before the 
War, But the present figures should not be regarded as a maximum. 
The 300,000 Jews who were at present living in Palestine were only 
to be viewed as a sample of the many millions who should in future 
populate the Homeland. 

Touching upon the internal life of the Zionist movement, 
Professor Brodetsky said that discussions were not what the general 
Jewish public needed mostly, but hope and practical work. He 
regarded it as a crime to destroy the expectations by unnecessary 
criticism. By expanding the position which was now held in 
Palestine, and which could be termed a powerful position, a solu- 
tion of the Jewish-Arab problem was possible. All members of the 
Ztonist Executive were against the establishment of a Legislative 
Council, It would mean a grave danger, if only a minor part of 
the Jewish population would consent to the establishment of a 
Legislative Council. Another point which made a strong Zionist 
Organisation necessary was the task to achieve practical coloni- 
sation work, he continued. The theory which maintained that 
the development of Palestine would progress automatically and did 
not need supervision was futile and dangerous. That point of view 
had brought about real estate speculation, the substitution of Jewish 
labour by’ cheap Arab labour, and even the employment of foreign 
Arab workmen, 

Professor Brodetsky concluded by pointing out that the present 
situation of the movement made the result of the Cracow Conference 
the more important. That Conference not only marked the con- 
cltision of peace between two groups of the Zionist Organisation, 
but also initiated a stronger concentration of all forces of the 
movement. Just as 5694 had shown a widespread decentralisation 


of the movement, the year 5695 would show a new concentration, 
he said,

The U.Z.F. held its Summer Executive Meeting at Maccabean 
House. Manchester, last week. In spite of the holiday period 
the reports of the departmental conveners recorded useful activity 
JIN.F. work had continued steadily and the U.Z.F. had helped to 
initiate a propaganda campaign in the East End. In some respect- 
however, the general position was unsatisfactory. Ff inancially the 
Federation is insecure, and it was hoped that the E.Z.F. would 
renew its extra grant of last year. Many of the Constituen' 
Societies showed poor reports, and bad not made nearly suflicien! 
use of the work of the departments. In the discussion which aros» 
out of this state of affairs, it was pointed out that this was largely due 
to the inability of present Zionist propaganda to hold the interests 
of many of the more intelligent “ freshmen.” it was finally decided 
to appoint members of the Executive to the special task of co-ord. 
nating the work of their local societies with that of the depart 
ments, and to provide them with material for more adequate 
propaganda. In so far as the difficulties. are organisational, this 
may be effective. 

The principal decision of the Executive was the whole hearted 
acceptance of the outline scheme for fusion between the U.Z.F. and 
the Association of Young Zionist Societies. Mr. Kringle, of the 
A.Y.Z.S., took part in the discussion. The scheme provided for ‘ 
complete merging of executives and departments, constituent 
societies to maintain their present constitutions. As the new 
Federation would consist of some eighty or more societies (which, it 
was hoped, will be joined by others later),a regional division was 
proposed for administrative purposes. Provision was.also made for 
dealing with specifically University work, such as co-operation. with 
other student bodies. To take effect, the scheme now requires only 
the ratification of the Constituent Societies at the Annual 
Conference in December. It would probably mean a real accession 
of vitality to the Zionist movement in this country. 

The U.Z.F. Executive was also strongly in favour of amalga 
mating THE STUDENT ZIONIST with THE YOUNG ZIONIST, the organ 
of the A.Y.Z.S. The journal had already proved useful in expressing 
the student outlook; and fusion was conditional on the maintenance 
of the present editorial policy of the “ open forum.” The objective 
was a journal capable of responding to and directing Zionist, and 
particularly young Zionist, opinion. 

The Executive had: regretfully to accept the resignations, 
tendered for private reasons, of Mr. Jacobson, the Secretary, and 
Mr: Shine, the London Vice-President. It wished to record ita 
gratitude for their excellent work. The new London Vice-President 
is Miss Bb. Cousin, and the new Secretary, Miss E. Burke (12, South 
Grove, London, E.').

STEADY PROGRESS EXECUTIVE MEETING 


Jewish Agency’s Debts Decreased 
KEREN HAYESOD IN HEALTHY CONDITION 
The financial department of the Jewish Agency Executive in 
Jerusalem has succeeded in wiping out £P.40,000 of its total indebted- 
ness during the past nine months of the fiscal year. Income during . 
this period was £P.107,567, and expenditure £P.67,889. Amortisation 
of indebtedness by a further £P.10,000 is expected before the close of 
the year. It is anticipated this year that the Keren Hayesod will be 
able, in addition to paying the current budget of the Jewish Agency, 
to pay off its debts from previous years amounting to £P.20,000. 
Keren Hayesod work has been reported as entirely satisfactory in 
view of the difficult economic position of Jewish Communities 
abroad and the lower rate of collections.

Is it in the interests of Jewish security in 
Palestine to have a large mass cf Arab workless’” Moreover, taking the 
long view, is it economically sound policy’ Aga‘n, is it a crime for Arabs to 
have political aspirations’ Several years ago Mr. Lloyd George warned 
uS against injustice to the Arabs, and Dr. Weizmann mae this character. 
istic and clear reply: **‘Mr. Lioyd George has touched upon the most 
portant problem with which we are confronted. . . .. The Jews have 
suffcred so much from injustice that they have learned their lesson, and | 
cai assure you that the Arabs will not suffer at our hands. . If the 
Jews and Arabs are allowed to meet face to face, they will soon recognise 
cach other as old cousins, as kindred races who in times past have done a 
Kreat deal for civilisation, and I hope that the efforts we are making .. . 
Will get over this difficulty, and Jews and Arabs will work together for 
the upbuilding of Palestine.’’ Dr. Weizmann’s views are more consistent 
with the enlightened policy of Professor Bentwich than with the 
eeneralities of a general Zionist. 
ilere is Professor Brodetsky’s idea of “ working together ’’ with the 
Arabs. “The present danger,"’ he tel)s us, “is that owing to the lack of 
Jewish workers, large areas of Jewish development may become fillec 
With thousands of Arab workers from other parts of Palestine. . . .” 
Chis careless statement, although it may give cheer to a few Zionist 
“°“\0ot8 Who do not trouble about practical issues, provides valuable 
material for Arab propagandists. We are accustomed to the “ alien peril” 
P'opaganda against Jews in the Diaspora, bot it is not a weapon which 
Jews can worthily brandish in Palestine; for Zion can never prosper in 
the inidst of a hostile population. A calm, dispassionate examination of 
the facts leads us to the inevitable conctusion that the only practical 
Soition is a Jewish partnership with our “old cousins.” Let us never 
forget that the Arabs ave in Palestine, whether Jews like it or not.

NECESSARY EMENDATIONS.—A commentator on the Shulchan

certainly called for in the Pismon of the first day of Selichoth 
mentioned before. The wording “O shield his posterity who cry 
unto Thee while’ it is yet night,” Twa opyta, or “ Accept their 
entreaty as they stand in the nights,”’ ninda OT2YS, which was 
quite fitting to the occasion when these Selichoth were universally 
read either at midnight or before dawn, is entirely out of keeping 
with the now prevailing practice of saying them just before the 
morning service, in broad daylight.

PROSPECTS OF JEWISH REPRESENTATION 


MEASURES AGAINST ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION 
[From our Correspondent —J ERUSALEM 


It is more than seven years ago since the last Jerusalem 
Municipal Elections were held. The regulations and cond: 
tions which then prevailed were such that although the Jew 
constituted 60 per cent. of the population, and an even large: 
proportion of taxpayers, they only obtained one-third of the Counci! 
four out of twelve. The three Jewish representatives 
participated in the Council for three years but eventually resigne:| 
after the hostile non-Jewish majority had repeatedly set at nough' 
the efforts of their Jewish colleagues to reform the city's adminis 
tration and to eliminate from its affairs the many undesirable and 
non-social practices which were inherited from Turkish times. 

After much pressure had been brought to bear upon if, the 
Government framed the Municipal Corporations Ordinance, 1954 
upon the basis of which the present elections are being held—which, 
though not going far enough to remedy the evils complained of, 
certainly does meet many of them. 

A boycott of the election preparations and the elections proper

the Jewish Community of Jerusalem, by virtue of their being both 
Palestinian citizens and also tax-payers, rallied to the occasion, 
with the result that the Register of Voters shows fifty per cent. of 
Jewish names. This is not‘as many as there should have been, yet 
on account of the fact that the responsible elements of the com 
munity have agreed upon a united list, there is every likelihood of 
Jewry winning six out of the twelve available seats. 

These elections present a further opportunity for Jews to 
entrench themselves securely in the

machinery of Government. This aspect of the problem has been 
seriously neglected in the past, with the result that Jewish influence 
in Government machinery has been very much on the wane. A point 
in case is the Police Force, from which there are Jewish resignations 
every month, the reason being that rates of pay, bearing in mind the 
cost of living for Jews as against that of Arabs, are very low. This 
is undoubtedly also the case in municipal works and administration. 
Since it has been detinitely stated that municipal elections were to 
he the first steps towards self-government, the importance of full 
and adequate Jewish representation within the local councils can 
readily be seen. 

It seems difficult to understand why the Christians should object 
to the proposed representation, which is proportionate to thetr 
numbers upon the Register of Voters. Nevertheless there is some 
talk of a Christian boycott of the elections unless they are accorded 
more than the two seats at present proposed.

There is a possibility,

as Government has announced that if, after the elections have 
taken place, any of the Christian population be left 
unrepresented, then a further Christian nominee will be appointed, 
increasing the total number of Councillors to thirteen and thereby 
throwing the Jews into the minority.

illegal Immigration: Government Measures 

Following hard upon its: promise of August 16th, the Govern- 
ment has now taken steps to check illegal immigration. In an 
official communiqué dated September Ist, it is announced that the 
Colonial Secretary has given his consent for the establishment of a 
sea-force, equipped with the necessary patrol craft, to protect the 
coastal frontiers against illegal immigration. A special constabulary, 
consisting of mounted as well as foot forces, has also been formed, 
its object being to watch the land frontiers; while the North 
Eastern borders will be guarded by members of the Trans-Jordanian 
police. Already, it is reported, 150 of the special constabulary have 
been enlisted from among the Arab youth. Following close upon 
this official communiqué was a statement by the Arab Youth 
Federation that they are now satisfied that the Goverriment is 
taking all steps to stop illegal Jewish immigration and therefore 
calling upon its members to cease patrolling the borders.

diture was apparently on structural works or repairs. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the Palestine Government has taken 
advantage of the Jewish, Community's unabated attention to 
the needs of the younger generation by providing only ten per 
cent. of the State educatian expenditure upon nearly twenty-five 
per cent. of the population which contributes, at a moderate 
estimate, well over forty-five per cent. of the country’s revenue. This 
comparison becomes all the more striking when it is remembered 
that pupils in Government schools directly financed number some 
27,000, whereas there are some 10,000 more Jewish pupils than that 
number.

Merchants’ Union and others. The representatives of all the parties, 
with the exception of the Zionist Central Committee, supported the 
proposal, the Zionist representative stating that his body would 
participate only if the Agudath Israel withdrew its representative 
from the Government bloc. Mr. 1. M. Lewin, the Agudath President, 
rejected this demand. No final decision was reached. 

Party feeling, between Revisionists and Zionists particularly, 
has been running high of late. Several people were arrested 
last week during a meeting in Lemberg addressed by ex-Deputy 
Grtiinbaum, member of the Jewish Agency Executive, at which he 
severely criticised the tactics of tlie Revisionists. A number of 
Revisionists who were present interrupted, and a free fight ensued. 
A clash between Revisionists and members of the Palestine Hapoel 
team took place in Vilna after the conclusion of a football match 
between the Maccabee of Vilna and the Hapoel. Several casualties 
are reported. The police had difficulty: in restoring order, but no 
arrests were made. A number of Revisionist youths were arrested 
in Warsaw, in front of the Splendid Theatre, for attempting to 
provoke a demonstration against Mr. Griinbaum, who was deliver- 
ing a lecture. A strong police cordon guarded all the theatre 
entrances.

According to a report in the Government paper KURJER WILENSKI, 
evidence that the National Radicals, the Polish Nazis, are being financed 
from abroad, has been discovered as a result of @ search, occupying ten 
hours, carried out by the police at the home of the National Radical 
leader, Rosciszewski, who was arrested this week. The funds are believed 
to come from Berlin. There is no doubt, the report adds, that the German 
Nazis in Lodz (which has a large German population) are financed from 
German sources 

The authorities in Warsaw have refused permission for the publica- 
tion of a new economic weekly, with the sub-title “* Aryjezyk,’’ which is 
Polish for *“*‘ Aryan.’ The authorities declared that such a title was 
harmful. The publishers are appealing against the prohibition. 

‘The Municipal elections in Kielce have resulted in the return of thirty- 
five pro-Goverpment representatives, three members of the Polish 
Socialist Party and two of the anti-Semitic ** Endeks.’’ There are only 
two Jews on the new Council, both on the Government list. compared 
with six Agudists and five Zionists on the last Council. 

Professor Simeon Dubnow, the famous Jewish historian, has arrived 
in Vilna, where he intends to make hishome, He was invited to vo there 
by the Yiddish Scientific Institute, of which he is one of the Honorary 
Presidents. 

For the first time sinte the existence of the Sunday Law, the Govern- 
ment permitted Jewish food stores and meat shops to open last Sunday 
on account of the Holy-days. The same privilege has also been announced 
for the two Sundays preceeding the Succot Holy-days in order that the 
Jewish population should not be compelled to buy provisions for five days 
in advance. An order was also circulated to tax collectors throughout 
the country that during the days of Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur no 
taxes were to be collected from Jews.

Yemenite Refugees Refused Admission 
--— 


The entrance of Jewish emigrants into Aden from the Yemen 
has been prohibited by order of the local authorities, on the pretext 
that the only Jewish shelter-house existing in Aden has been over. 
crowded. Numerous Jewish refugees from other parts of Yemen 
who were to enter Aden have been detained by the authorities and 
sent back to Laheg., 25 miles from Aden. 

The Jewish community in Aden is not in a position to help the 


refugees, since the authorities made it clear that no Jews from the 


Yemen are any longer desirable in Aden. The Jewish refugees are 
therefore in a precarious position, since they cannot enter Aden 
and dare not go back to the Yemen, where their life would be in 
danger. 


The Joint Foreign Committee of the Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association have been sent a letter by the Aden Jewish 
Council concerning a fracas which occurred between Arab rowdies 
and Jews and asking the Committee to take any action it may deem 
fit to ensure the safety of Jewish life and property. A similar 
letter from Aden Jewish merchants has been sent to the Chief 
Commissioner of Aden.

sin, —With reference to Mr. Isracl Cohen’s recent article on Biro 
Biadjan we would point out that in his transparent anxiety to paint a 
depressing picture of conditions in the Jewish colonies of Soviet! Russia he 
has been guilty of wild mis-statements. 

Mr. Cohen, in holding the Soviet Government responsible for the 
misery and distress among the Jewish masses soon after the revolution, 
completely ignores the precarious cconomic condition of the Jews in 
‘Tsarist Russia. Their exclusion from industry and productive work drove 
them to unstable petty trading. The mass migration speaks for the 
frightful conditions made further unbearable by the worst pogroms in 
modern history. 

Indeed, the abolition of private traditg deprived the Jew of even this 
hazardous means of livelihood. But by being given equal rights with the 
hussian masses he was enc uuraged to become a productive worker on the 
soll, so that a new economic and racial independence arose for hitn. 

Mr. Cohen asserts that the colonisation schemes in Ukraine, White 
liussia aml Crimea were failures, and that only 17,000 families we: 
settied there. 

Let us give Mr. Cohen a few authentic figures: 

White Russia 28,000 hectares 
Crimca nei 842,000 
Ilere 80,00) fam/‘lies were sctticd making a total of 500,000 porsons in 
Jewish autonomous districts. 

In towns like Kiev, Odessa, Berdichey, there are Yiddish law courts 
and codes of law.

In the Academy of Science there are 
departments for Jewish history and literature. Other cultural activities 
like the theatre and music are fostered. The number of books published 
in Yiklish is sccond to none in the work.

Mr. Cohen quotes Otto Heller, who visited Biro-Bidjan in 1930, and 
maintains that there is a peril of floods, bad housing, rigours of climate, 
plagues of flies and general hardships. 

Agaim, we quote Lord Marley who made a study of conditions nine 
months ago: 

* The soil is fertile and produces gool crops—drainage operations have 
obviated possibilities of flooding.” 

He gives also observed samples of housing conditions which discredit 
Heller's report. 

The climate is extremely healthy, not too hot for comfort in summer 
very cold in winter, but with brilliant sunshine, the plague of flies disappeareii 
with the clearing of the undergrowth.” Op. Cit., p.%. 

Finally some facts about developments in Biro-Bidjan. Land under 
cultivation in 1928 was 35,000 acres, and in 1933 was 80,000 acres. There 
are 10,000 permanent settlers (not 7,000 as stated by Mr. Cohen). Timber 
exports in 1929 were 78,000 eubic metres, and in 1933 500.000 cubic 
metres. There are growing developments in lime production, which has 
an output of 11,000 tons yearly, gold and coal mining, the industrial 
co-operatives having an annual production of seven million roubles.

Athletics, Sports and Clubs 


Untermyer Urges Olympic Games Boycott 

According to the AMERICAN ISRAELITE, an appeal has been issued by 
Mr. Samuel Untermyer, President of the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, 
to all Jewish athletes in the United States to abstain from competing for 
places in the 1936 American Olympic Team. Mr. Untermyer based his 
appeal on the ground that since the 1956 Olympic Games are to be held in 
Berlin, Germany, Jewish athletes would have to accept Nazi hospitality. 
At the same time, be attacked the action of Amer can Olympic officials in 
moving to accept an invitation to the games as an attempt to cover up race 
discrimination. “ My advice to the athletes and others of world Jewry,” 
said Mr. Untermyer, “is not only nof to compete but to keep as far away 
as possible from any form of participation in the Olympic athietic 
games to be held in Berlin. Out of decent consideration for their race, it 
is unthinkable that any self-respecting Jew would accept the hospitality 
of acountry that persists in so insulting, degrading and persecnting our 
people.” 

Mr. Untermyer's appeal followed the publication in the OLYMPI 
NEWS of an article by Avery Brundage, President of the American Olympic 
Committee, in which he not only indicated that he would accept the 
German bid to the 1936 games but pra‘sed the “tolerance” of German 
youth. Brundage is now in Germany to make a first-hand study of how 
the Germans are keeping their promise to the International Olympic 
Committee not to discriminate against Jewish athletes. If Mr. Unter 
meyers plea is heeded by Jewish Athletes, American prospects in the 
1936 Olympics will suffer. At the 1952 Olympic Games, Jewish athletes 
scored 50 of the points amassed by the United States,

A Union Redivivus 
NEW LIFE IN THE HEART OF LITERARY SOCIETIES 

A Correspondent writes : 

After a lengthy period of comparative inactivity, the Union of Jews: 
Literary Societies have, to borrow a phrase from the theatre, staged 4 
“come-back "’ that ought to breathe new life into the dry bones of what 
Was once an important and effective communal body. The possible value 
of the Union to the cultural side of our Community has been too often 
emphasised to need recapitulation. Through no fault of the presen’ 
Council, the U.J.L.8. lapsed into inactivity, and its revival has only bees 
made possible through the determirfation and devotion of a few zealors 
souls who, it is hoped, will continue the vigorous start they have 
made and refuse to be deterred until they have brought the Uniow 
into the position of respect and recognition it ought to hold. . Man) 
literary societies and clubs who in the past quite unde: 
standably refused to affiliate with the Union on account of the feeb! 
ness of its functioning will no longer find this an excuse. A panel of lecturer: 
some of whose names are household words in our Community and al! 
whom are first-class in their particular subjects, have placed the! 
services at the disposal of the U.J.L.8. They include, to mention 
but a few: Professor N. Bentwich, Professor M. Farbridge, the Kev. 
Michael Adler, Miss Nettie Adler, Mr. Israel Cohen, the Rev. Vivian 
Simmons and the Rev. Walter Levin. The lecturers have express¢ | 
their willingness to address Societies affiliated to the Union, bu! 
it is important that Secretaries of Societies should read careful!) 
the “ Suggestions to Societies Inviting Lecturers”—a pamphlet issuc: 
by the U.J.L.S.—or they may find their applications refused 
Secretaries must remember that every lecturer expects, and is entitled to 
a reasonably large audience. A lecturer who has taken the trouble t 
undertake an irksome journey, and has devoted time he can ill spare 
to the preparation of a paper and then finds that he has made this sacrifice 
for an audience of a dozen or so, cannot be blamed if he resolves never to 
help Jewish Societies in this way again. Secretaries should also note the 
necessity of advising lecturers of the exact address of the place where the 
meeting will be held: the approximate anticipated number of the audience. 
the average age of the audience : the nearest station or ‘bus route to the 
meeting place ; and the exact time of commencement—which, it must be 
impressed on members, must be strictly regarded. Lateness is av 
admission of ill-breeding and bad manners and should not be tolerated. 

In 1931, more than sixty societies were affiliated to the U.J.L.S. 
To-day, affiliation has dropped until it includes only the following : West 
Ham Jewish Social Club, Hampstead Literary and Debating Society, 
I'wentieth Century J udeans, Stepney Jewish Girls’ (B.B.) Club, the Young 
Sinaists, and West Willesden Literary and Social Society. It is very 
important that the U.J.L.S. should receive increased affiliation as soon as

Louis Godowsky's Fine Playing 

Louis Godowsky's performance in the solo part of Arthur 
Benjamin's Violin Concerto, played at the’ Promenade Concert on 
Thursday, was all the more commendable because he was a substi 
tute at short notice for Albert Sammons. Godowsky proved that he 
was good not only as a substitute, but as a violinist quite able to 
take his place as an outstanding executionist. Benjamin's concerto 
is an ungrateful work to play; for, although the solo instrument has a 
good deal to say, it is not the kind of music to “soothe the savage 
breast.’ It is not so very ‘modern,’ but it has a sour flavour which 
by no means everybody finds to his palate. Louis Godowsky made 
the most of it, and his own style of playing was in excellent keeping 
with the music. E. J. Moeran’s © Farrago,” given a first concert 
performance in London, is pleasantly derivative, with plenty of 
tune and swing, good enough to be heard again in Promenade 
programmes, or as a tit-bit for Sir Thomas Beecham to play with.

Atonement 
AUNTIE 
i HERE are so many unique features 
and interesting aspects of the Day 
of Atonement that it is not easy to 
make a selection for my comments 
on the greatest day in the Jewish calendar 
the Sabbath of Sabbaths. 
Rest 

First let me remind you that the Sabbath 
aspect of the day is one that has always been 
emphasised. It is a day of rest, and on no 
other occasion throughout the year isthere a 
greater sense of repose from the turbulences, 
the troubles, the toils.and the trials of life. 
lt is only by banishing them all from our 
consciousness that we can attune our souls 
tothe real purpose of the day—that of Atone-. 
ment, getting at-one with God and our neigh- 
bour. We shall find that the easier if we trs 
to realise that the gates of Heaven are open 
to our prayers and that although we face the 
Judge of all the earth it is also a loving 
Father on Whose mercy we throw ourselves. 

FroM DARKNESS. 

I recall a beautiful adaptation written by 
the late Dr. Israel Abrahams of some lines 
by the medieval Jewish poe! 
Grabirol: 


Solomon tbn 


“ When all without is dark 
And former friends misprise; 
From them I turn to Thee, 
And tind love in Thine eyes.’ 
Man's hates and dislikes find no echo in 
Heaven. 
and one God created us all. 


man do unto me! 


“ What shall 
the Psalmist exclaims as 
he throws all his trust on God. On the Day 
of Atonement, we can turn from the darkness 
of a reactionary world to the light that beams 
with a steady glow of love from the Source of 
Girace, 
THE BLACKENED SOUL 
Just as the darkness may come from with. 
out, so it may come alsofrom within. 
“ When all within is dark, 
And I my soul despise ; 
From me I turn to Thee, 
And find love in Thine eyes.” 
There is no darkness so oppressive as that 
of the soul weighed down by the incubus of 
the sense of sin. Even here relief can be 
found. Weturn on this Atonement Day to 
Qne Who doth abundantly pardon and the 
light of forgiveness dawns for us. 
THE LIGHT 
But the worst darkness of all is when the 
face of God is seemingly hid, and we appear 
cut off altogether from communion with Him. 
“ When all Thy face is dark, 
And Thy just angers rise ; 
From Thee I turn to Thee, 
And find love in Thine eyes.” 
This is the boldest, as it is the most beautiful, 
conception of the poet. He recalls the two 
attributes of God, those of justice and of 
mercy ; and just as he prays “I beseech 
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We are all children of one Father 


Thee, O God, judge me by Thine attribute 
of mercy and not by Thine anger lest Thou 
wither me,” so he feels that his prayer will be 
answered and that he himself will be able to 
discern the light of loving favour dispelling 
the clouds of angry reproof. Thus the host 
of Israel on the Day of Atonement besiege 
the Throne of Grace with no weapons but 
their prayers, their humility and their repent. 
ance. Then at the turning of the Day, when 
the shadows of dusk begin to fall, like Joshua 
of old they find that they have wrought the 
ancient miracle—the sun has stood still to 
give them the victory. “Thy sun shall no 
more go down, neither shall thy moon with 
draw itself; for the Lord shall be thine ever 
lasting light, and the days of thy mourning 
shall be ended.”
